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SUBJECT JAPANESE PARTICIPATION IN INS/IEA COOPERATIVE 
PROGRAM 

PLEASE PASS TO YOSHIHIRO OHARA, DIVISION OF THERMONUCLEAR 
FUSION RESEARCH, TOKAI RESEARCH ESTABLISHMENT, JAERI, THE 
MESSAGE BELOW. BOB EMIGH. PROJECT LEADER OF THE INTENSE 
NEUTRON SOURCE (INS) PROJECT AT LASL, SENT OHARA JANUARY 
9, 1978 A LETTER WHICH INFORMED HIM THAT HE HAD BEEN 
NOMINATED TO PARTICIPATE IN THE INS PROJECT AT LASL AND 
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INCLUDED FORMS FOR HIM TO FILL OUT. EMIGH BELIEVES OHARA 
PLANS TO COME IN APRIL BUT HAS NEITHER AN OFFICIAL 
RESPONSE TO HIS LETTER NOR CONFIRMATION OF THE APRIL DATE. 

MESSAGE TO OHARA IS AS FOLLOWS: 

THE CURRENT STATUS OF THE INS HAS CHANGED OVER THE PAST 
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MONTH AND THIS WILL PROBABLY YOUR PLANS TO WORK 
THERE BEGINNING IN APRIL. IN FY 1976 AND FY 1977, THE US 
CONGRESS AUTHORIZED AND APPROPRIATED A TOTAL OF $14 
MILLION OUT OF A $25 MILLION NEEDED TO DESIGN AND BUILD THE 
INTENSE NEUTRON SOURCE. THE FY 1979 DOE BUDGET SUB- 
MISSION TO THE CONGRESS, HOWEVER, CONTAINED NO REQUEST FOR 
ADDITIONAL FUNDING OF INS. THIS ACTION REFLECTS IN PART 

THE ADMINISTRATION'S EMPHASIS ON DEVELOPMENT OF TECHNO- 
LOGIES WITH NEAR-TERM IMPACT. CURRENT APPROPRIATED FUNDS 
WILL SUPPORT THE INS THROUGH THE END OF FY 1978, THAT IS 
TO OCTOBER 1, L978. AN ACT OF CONGRESS IS NEEDED 
EITHER TO STOP THE INS PROJECT BEFORE OCTOBER 1 OR TO 
CONTINUE INS THROUGH FY 1979 TO COMPLETION. IT IS NOT 
LIKELY THAT CONGRESS WILL TAKE SUCH ACTION BEFORE OCTOBER 
1 . AND SO MUCH OF THE WORK ON INS IS EITHER SLOWING DOWN 
OR BEING PHASED OUT,AT LEAST UNTIL THE FUTURE OF INS BE- 
COMES CLEARER. 

AN OPTION CURRENTLY BEING EXPLORED IN CASE OF CANCELLA- 
TION OF INS IS THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE FUSION MATERIALS 
IRRADIATION TEST FACILITY (FMIT) AT THE HANFORD 
ENGINEERING DEVELOPMENT LABORATORY (HEDL) IN RICHLAND, 
WASHINGTON. THE CONGRESS ADDED FMIT TO THE FY 1978 
BUDGET FOR MAGNETIC FUSION, AUTHORIZED $14.4 MILLION FOR 
IT AND APPROPRIATED $7.5 MILLION. HEDL HAS INITIATED 
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DESIGN OF FMIT. UNDER THIS OPTION, LASL'S EXPERIENCE IN 
DEVELOPMENT OF INS MIGHT BE USED TO HELP DESIGN AND BUILD 
SOME OF THE HARDWARE FOR FMIT. ITWOULD BE ENTIRELY 
LOGICAL AND USEFUL TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE FMIT 
TO INCLUDE FOREIGN PARTICIPATION IN A MANNER COMPLETELY 
ANALOGOUS TO THAT AGREED ON IN THE INS PROJECT, EITHER AT 
LASL OR HEDL. 

GIVEN THIS SITUATION, WE SUGGEST THAT YOU POSTPONE YOUR 
ASSIGNMENT TO LOS ALAMOS FOR SEVERAL MONTHS UNTIL 
THE FUTURE DIRECTION OF THE INS AND FMIT PROJECTS IS 
CLARIFIED. WE REALIZE THAT WE COULD BE CAUSING SOME 
INCONVENIENCE TO YOU BUT WE FEEL THAT A DELAY OF YOUR 
ASSIGNMENT WOULD RESULT IN MORE EFFECTIVE USE OF YOUR 
TIME AND WOULD BE BEST FOR THE IEA PROGRAM REGARDING 
FUSION MATERIALS IN THE LONG RUN. VANCE 
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
